In Mr. Lansing's plan or tentative suggestions,
which were communicated only to the "entente
Powers," it is sine qua non that the captured mer-

chantmen should not be sunk by the submarine,
unless "the crew and passengers have been re-

moved to a place of safety." "It would, there-
fore," he says, "appear to be a reasonable and
reciprocally just arrangement if it could be agreed
by the opposing belligerents that submarines
should be caused to adhere strictly to the rules
'of international law in the matter of stopping and
searching merchant %essels, determining their
belligerent nationality, and removing the crews
and passengers to places of safety before sinking
the vessels as prizes of war, and that merchant
vessels of belligerent nationality should be pro-
hibited from carrying any armament whatsoever."

The merchantman is to have no defensive ar-

ilament if the submarine will exercise its bellig-
erent rights according to international law.

But it is a condition and not a theory with
which the world is confronted by Germany's sub-
marine warfare on commerce, and already the
United States, in its note of May r3, 1915, on the
case of the Lusitania, had taken the position that
while submarines have a recognized function and
a verified efficiency in naval warfare, their use as

destroyers of merchant vessels and cargoes with-
out adjudication in courts of admiralty, or ade-
qlate provision for the lives of noncombatants, is
in violation of humanity and international law.
This protest against Germany's warfare on com.
merce by submarines wsas expressed by the De-
partment of State in the aforesaid note as fol-
lows:

The government of the United States. there-
fore, desires to call the attention of the iniperialerman govrnment with the utmuo,t cainestness
to the fact that the objection to their presentmethod of attack against the trade of their ene-
mies lies in the practical impossibility of employ-ing submarines in the destruction of conimerce
w% ithout disregarding those rules of fairness,reason, justice, and humanity which all modern
opinion regards as iipc ratice. It is practically
illpossihle for the officers oi a ubimarinc to vist
a ierchantrnan at sea and examine her papers and
cargo. It is practically hinpossibh for thisin toiiakc a prize of her; and. if they cannot put a
prize crew on board of her, they cannot sink
her without leasing her crew and all on boardof her to the Ilercy of the sea in her small boats.These facts it is understood the imperial Ger-
nan governeint frankly admit. We are informed
that in the instances of which we have spokentone nough for een that poor measure of safetywias not gis eni, and in) at least two of tihe case
cited iot so much as a warning wias received.Manifestly subiniarines cannot he I,- d ag.ainstmerchantimn, as the last fcw wseeks have showii,wsithout an inevitable violation of many sacredprinciples of justice and humanity.

Compare this statement, made by the De part-
mient of State of the Ulnited States (signed, of
all men, by Mr. Bryan), with the following state-
mient attributed to the British admiralty in re-

gard to the circumistances under wvhich d fensive
armament may be empllocd by a imerchant sessel
in the presence of a submiuarinc:

Experience has shown that hostile subiarines
and aircraft have frequently attacked merchantessels w ithiout warning. It is important, there-
fore, that craft of this description should not be
allowed to approach to short range, at which a
torpedo or boib launc01hed without notice would
almost certainly be effective. British and allied
-iibiarines aid aircraft hasi orders not to at-
troach iarcliant tsls. Consequently it may be
presuied that any subimarine or aircraft which
delibevatly approaches or pursues a merchant
tesel doe' so w% ith hostile intention. In such

cases fire mav be opened in self-defense in order
to prevent the hostile craft from closing to a
range at wshich resistance to a sudden attack with
bomb or torpedo would be impossible.

It was said on the floor of the Senate of the
United States in the recent debate by a Senator
wsho voted with the minority, that, upon the ques-
tion of the right of merchant vessels to carry
arms for defensive purposes, international law was

perfectly char. "But," added the distinguished
Senator, "that law had its origin in the days of
